CHINA IS NOW BUSY MAKING EXCUSES 


MES HOPELESS AGAIN 


Minister Wu Ting Fang at Washington Gets Cable Laying All the Blame on the For" 


eign Troops and the Boxers, Believed Such Things ire Attemps to Avoid Re- 


sponsibility for Tragedy Allied Forces May Discover in Beaching 


Pekin, No Foreign Minister Permitted to Send Out News. 


Remey and Troops Arrive. Tien Tsin Hard Pressed 


WASHINGTON, July 11—W* Ting Fang, the 


Chinese minister, delivered to Secretary Hay in per- 
son this morning a copy of a cablegram purporting 
to come from the Chinese imperial government, be- 
lieved to have originated in the Chinese war de- 
partment, disclaiming any responsibility on the part 
of the impelial government for the Boxer troubles, 
asserting the engagement at Tien Tsin was the direct 
result of the bombardment of Taku forts by the 
foreigners. 


Admiral Remey cables; 
''Chefoo, the 10th, I 


arrived yesterday. 
Two battalions of Ninth in- 


fantry and one battalion marines under Colonel 
Meade landed today and will proceed to Tien Tsin. 


"The allied forces at Tien Isin are engaged in 


maintaining their defenses. 


"Have ordered Solace here to take sick and 


wounded to Yokohama hospital. 


"Oregon will proceed soon to dock at Kure, 


towed by chartered steamers and convoyed by Nash- 
ville. 


"Have just learned from Seymour at Tien Tsin 


that foreigners there are hard pressed. 


BERLIN, July 11—Dr. Mumm Von Schwarz- 


enstein has been appointed German minister to 
Chfna, as successor to the late Baron von Kettler, 
murdered, and starts in a few days. 


PARIS, July 11—Li Hung Chang cables the 


minister of foreign affairs that the soldiers and 
rebels surrounding the legations at Pekin haye 
gradually dispersed. 


London, July 11—Although Shanghai today repeats the statement that both 


the emperor and dowager empress are alive and that telegrams from Chinese 


officialdom again testify to the safety of the legations, these reports 
no 


longer stimulate hope here and pessimism will prevail as long as the authori- 


ties, who on their own showing, are abl e to get messages to coast mail send no 
confirmation of the safety of the foreigners from some member of a legation 
at Pekin. 


London sees in the disappearance and reappearance of prominent people at 


Pekin in the efforts apparently making to shift blame from one to the other 
and in the attempts to represent themselves as victims instead of principals 
in the recent occurrences, as only preparations for alibis and defences in 


view of the approach of the troops of the powers and the tragedy they may 
discover on reaching the Chinese capital. 


According to a dispatch from Shanghai, the fighting at Tien Tsin July 6 was 


the heaviest that has yet occurred. The Russians alone are burying 200 men. 
The allies are becoming exhausted by constant fighting. 


A dispatch from Canton says Li Hung Chang ig keeping excellent 
order 


there. Robbers and pirates are executed publicly frequently and the people 
are cowed and afraid to disturb the peace. 


Washington, July II—Minister Wu's message from the Chinese government 


was an imperial decree, dated June 29, from the privy council at Pekin. 
It 


says: The circumstances which led to the commencement of the fighting 
between the Chinese and foreismers were of such complex, confusing1 and un- 
fortunate character as to have been entirely unexpected. 


In the first place there arose in the provinces of Chi Li anaShanTungaclass 


of rebellious subjects wAo have been In the habit of practicing boxing and 
fencing at the same time clothing these doings in spiritualistic and strange 
rites. Local authorities failed to take due notice of them at the time and 
the Infection spread with astonishing rapidity and within the space of a 
month made appearance everywhere and finally reached the capital itself. 
Everyone looSed on the movement as supernatural and strange and many 
joined. 


Lawless and treacherous persons cried down Christianity, there were dis- 


turbances without warning, churches were burned, converts were killed and 
the whoJe city was in ferment. A situation was created which could not be 
brought under control. 


The foreign troops aamitted as a guard to the legations flid not devote 


themselves exclusively to the protection of the legations. They fired guns 
on the top of tne wall, patrolled the stretts everywhere and even attempted 
to enter the palace grounds, and on this account, both soldiers and people 
provoked to resentment, lawless persons took advantake of the situation to do 
mischief and became bolder and the Insurgents, affected a complete union. 


As a measure of precaution it was decided to request the foreign ministers 


to retire temporarily to Tien Tsin for safety. While discussion of this was In 
progress the German minister was assassinated by a riotous mob. 


To our surprise, on the morning of June 16 the commander of the Taku 


forts was ordered to surrender by the foreign naval officers, but being1 bound 
by the duties of his office, how could he yield to the demand? Thus a con- 
flict of the forces began. 
The foreigners actually fired first up on, the forts^ which responded. 


The military authorities are still strictly Bhjoined to protect the legations. 
As for the anarchists, they are severe ly dealt with. 


Berlin, July 11—The German consul at Tien Tsin cables the foreign settle- 


ments were continually bombarded by Chinese from the 5th to the 8th. 


On the 8th 2000 boxers attacked the French settlement and were routed by 


Russians.

The British and Japanese bombarded the batteries on the 7th. 
In the evening Chinese shells penetrated the roof of the German consulate, 


caused a fire, and did slight damage. 


River communication between Tien Tsini and Taku is safe since the Chinese 


fort midway has been captured. 


The German wounded were taken on the 6th to Taku. 
(Nearly all the families of foreigners left Tien Tsin for Taku on the 4th.

Leader Argues Against Imperialism 


Lincoln. Neb., July 11.—In two ratifi- 


cation meetings, one In the afternoon, 
conducted by the Populists and Silver 
'Republicans of Nebraska, and one last 
evening conducted by the Democrats, 
Messrs. Bryan, Towne, Weaver and 
other leaders of the parties outlined the 
•work of the campaign In the Interest of 
Bryan and Stevenson, it being the in- 
formal opening of the Democratic cam-' 
paign. 


At the afternoon meeting the speakers 


were Mr. Bryan, Congressman Shafroth 
of Colorado, "Cyclone" Davis of Texas, 
Webster Davis, Charles A. Towne and 
General Weaver 
Mr. Bryan spoke last, 


and only In response to repeated calls. 
He paid eloquent tribute to Weaver, 
Towne and Davis, former Republicans. 


"I simply want to say, now that the 


campaign is begun, so far as the ticket 
and the platform are concerned," Mr. 
Bryan continued, "and from now until 
election day It will b® the duty of every 
citizen to take these issues before the i 
country and weigh them. 
If we lived 


in a land where a king thought for us, 
we would feel no responsibility for the 
•votion of that king-. 
But we live In a 


and where the people determine tha 
policy. 
We live in a land where tha 


citizen impresses his own opinion upon 
the government, where the policy of the 
government may be determined by the 
vote of one citizen 


"When you gret to the polls to vote, re- 


member that you are an American citi- 
zen; that your vote may determine this 
nation's position, and that this nation 
Will, In a large measure, determine the 
public opinion of the world on the doc- 
trine that governments come up from 
the people. 
For 124 years this nation 


has held bstfore the world the light of 
liberty. 
For more than a century it 


has been an example to all the world. 
You tell me that we can now be indif- 
ferent to what Is going on? You tell me 
that a man who lifts his voice against 
the doctrine of imperialism is pleading 
the cause of the Filipino? 
I t«ll you" 


he is pleading the cause of 70,000,000 
Americans citizens; he is championing 
the rights of the struggling masses of 
the world, who look to America for ex- 
ample. 
If every Filipino were to die 


the world would go on, but this nation, 
the greatest republic of the world's his- 
tory, puts out its light. If this republic 
turns its back to the doctrine which we 
lovpd so well a century and a. quarter 
ago, then to what nation of the world 
can the people look for hope and in- 
spiration? 
So you ought to be proud 


that you are an American citizen and are 
able to say, if the republic goes down, 
1 am not to blame for its downfall.' " 


London J^ly 11 —The war office has 


issued another casualty list from South 
Africa, show ing that during, the week 
ending- July 7 there were killed, wounded, 
or captured 16 officers and 180 mem ac-

Lord Roberts has sent the following 


dispatch to the war office, dated Pretoria, 
July 10: 


"Clement's uivd Paget's forces entered 


Bethlehem July 7. The former, on near- 
ing the town, sent in a flag of truce, de- 
manding its surrender, which waa re- 
fused by De Wet, when Paget, making 
a wide turning movement, succeeded 
in getting- hold of the enemy's most 
Important position, covering the town. 
This was carried before dark by the 
Munster fusiliers and Yorkshire light in- 
fantry. 
The following morning the at- 


tack was continued, and by noon the 
town was in our possession, and th« 
enemy in full retreat. 


"Our casualties were four officers- and 


32 m«r* of the Munsters wounded, one 
missing; Captains 
MacPherson and 


Woakes, and Lieutenant Conway, se- 
verely, and Lieutenant Boyd-Hoehfort. 
Scottish rifles, slightly wounded; seven 
men of the Yorkshires wounded; one 
killed: two wounded of the 
imperial 


yeomanry. 


"Baden-Powell reached Rustenburg 


during the evening of July 8, without op- 
position. 


"The district west of this is somewhat 


unsettled, owing to the small force which 
attacked Rustenburg being still in that 
neighborhood. 
Measures are being; 


taken to meet this. 


"Hunter's cavalry, under Broadwood, 


reached Bethlehem July 8. 
Hunter, 


•with his main fr»rr>e. was within nine 
miles of the town when Clements dis- 
patched his report."

Mr. Towne delivered the most extended 


speech of the evening meeting, outlining 
the campaign arguments on which the 
Democratic party will flght thf cam- 
paign of 1900. Mr. Towne gave his first 
attention to the monetary question, in- 
S is ting that it was still a live issue. 
Trusts were denounced as an inherent 
part of the Republican administration. 
Continuing, Mr. Towne said: 


"We stand upon the threshold of the 


leampaign of 1900, wherein the allied 
forces of tht country hope and intend 
to restore the action of *;he federal gov- 
ernment to tha principles of Washington 
and Jefferson. 
No alliances or en- 


tanglements abroad, and at home equal 
rights for all, special privileges to none. 


"The republic is already in danger. 


In the midst of social questions of grav- 
est complexion, to whose solution are 
requisite the best intellect and loftiest 
patriotism of this country, the vigi- 
lance of the people is re-taxed by tho 
occurrences of war whose noble in- 
ception has disguised its consequences 
luntil, within the little space of two 
years, we have traveled further and fur- 
ther from our old ideals. 
Already we 


are in the very shadow of the empire." 


Wr. Towne criticised the attitude of 


this government toward the people of 
Porto Rico and the Philippines, and said 
that "we are filing up expenditures by 
thf? hundreds of millions on land and 
eea in order to make commercial returns 
In thousands." 


Mr. Towne was followed by Mr. Bryan, 


who eaid: 
"I do not care to enter at 


the present time upon a discussion of 
the issues presented by the platform 
adopted at Kansas City. 
J can say, 


however, that it is, in my judgment, the 
greatest platform adopted in recent 
years, if not in the history of the coun- 
try. It is a greater platform than the 
Chicago platform, for it endorses tha 
principles s&t forth in that platform, and 
In addition thereto presents the party's 
position upon several new and vital 
questions. 


"When the convention came to the 


•election of a canrtBdate for vice presi- 
dent, there waa a diversity of opinion, 
but the choice fell upon a distinguished 
Illinois Democrat, who onoe discharged 
with great credit the duties of the office. 
In the campaign pf 1896, when plutoc- 
racy and Democracy met face to face, 
Adla.1 E. Stevenson was an able and 
courageous defender of the cause ot 
Democracy. 


"I know that some of our allies felt

Reciprocity Treaty Completed. 


Washing-ton, July 11.—The long-ex- 


pected reciprocity arrangement between 
the United States and Germany has been 
effected. 
Secretary Hay and the Ger- 


man ambassador have subscribed to the 
convention, and the president will is- 
sue his proclamation putting the new 
duties in force in the course of a few 
days. 
The arrangement is generally 


similar in terms to the first arrang-ement 
made with France, and abates duties on 
•till wines, paintings and statuary from 
Germany entering the United States. 
It does not require the approval of tha 
senate, being drawn under section four 
of the Dyjgley act. 


Shutdown Followed Strike 


Derby, Conn , July 11.—Twenty "loop- 


ers" at the woolen mills of A. H. & C. B. 
Ailing went on strike Tuesday, owing 
to a refusal on the part of the company 
to increase the scale of wages for work 
that is known as "black" material. Tha 
management promptly shut down the 
entire underwear department, throwing 
200 hands, all women and girls, out of 
employment 
The firm announces that 


the underwear department will start 
any time the strikers are ready to go 
back. 


Battle of Middleweights- 


Chicago, June 11.—Jack Root of Chi- 


cago last night obtained the decision 
over Dick O'Brien of Lewlston, Me., at 
the end of six rounds, and in one of the 
fiercest battles ever witnessed In this 
city. 
O'Brien, however, had Root down 


for the count three times in the second 
round. 
Root rallied quickly and came 


up in good shap for the next round, and 
had O'Brien almost out when time wag 
called in the sixth.

"No authentic news from Pekln" la 


still the burden of th-e dispatches from 
the far east; and, although the disposi- 
tion is to believe the optimist reports 
from Chinese sources, no real confidence 
is possible until the legations, if they are 
still in existence, are permitted to com- 
municate with their governny r.ts. 


If, as is alleged, the Boxejr movement 


is losing ground in Pekin, It might have 
been supposed that the Boxers would 
have endeavored to send up reinforce- 
ments from Tien Tsin; but, Instead of 
that, they are still in great force in the 
neighborhood of the latter place and are 
assisted by the imperial Chinese troops, 
with ample, efficient artillery. 


According to a special Che Foo dis- 


patch, the fighting around Tien Tsin on 
the 3rd and 4-th was the severest yet ex- 
perienced. The British losses alone were 
20 killed or wounded. The Chinese had 
',5,000 men attacking simultaneously 
from the west, north and east and made 
excellent practice with over 100 guns. 
The defenders numbered 14,000, with 
scant supplies, and it was only the pres- 
ence of the newly arrived Japanese and 
Russian guns that prevented a disaster. 
One Russian company of infantry, num- 
bering 120 men, had 115 killed 
or 


wounded. The German contingent alsc^ 
suffered heavily. By the evening of tha 
4th the situation was very critical. Tha 
allies narrowly escaped total defeat. 
Providentially, when things were at 
their worst, a torrential rainfall com- 
pelled the Chinese to retire. 


On July 6, the rain having abated, tha 


Chinese renewed the attack, opening 
fire on Tien T&in with two batteries of 
four-inch guns; but the allies, aided by 
two of H. M. S. Temble's guns, suc- 
ceeded in silencing the Chinese artillery, 
after eight hours of fighting. 


At Shanghai it seems now to be the 


general belief that the date of the dis- 
patch of July 3, asserting that two le- 
gations were still standing, was ai 
srror, either accidental or intentional. 


Three hundred European refugees 


from Tien Tsin have arrived at Shang- 
hai in a state of destitution after'ter- 
rible suffering. The Chinese version of 
the origin of the outbreak as published 
in Shanghai is that Baron Von Ketteler 
was hated by the Pekinese, who, taklngi 
ad-vantage of the disturbed condition of 
affairs, shot him out of revenge, thereby 
causing a conflict between the Chinese 
troops and the Germans, the latter of 
whom destroyed the tsung li yamen. 
The infuriated soldiers under Prince 
Tuan then gained complete control over 
the dowager empress. 


The Daily News' Tien Tsin correspon- 


dent says the allies have decided to 
bombard the native city, which they 
have hitherto hesitated to attack, owing 
to the heavy commercial interests In- 
volved.

to the British nation not one single foot 
of foreign soil nor any pecuniary com- 
pensation whatsoever. The only benefit 
derived from the war, which lasted two 
years, was to keep Russia out of Con- 
stantinople aud give the English, a way 
to India and the east that was undis- 
puted. For this end the British lost 28,- 
744 men killed in action or died from 
wounds, cholera car ether diseases. The 
loss to fcho French allies in tho same 
campaign has been estimated at 68,500 
and the Suasions as high as 500,000. 
The war also cost the British $305,206, - 
000.

Among the various uses to which 


Mexico has pat some of, her oldMnonas- 
teries aud convents is' that of serving 
for the incarceration of violators of the 
law. 
The Conveuto de Belen at Mexico 


City hoe become, in common parlance, 
Belem, the city jail and prison, accused 
and convicted persons, men, women and 
children alike being confined there in 
different compartments. The building 
was put op by the Spanish governor in 
1686, as an inscription at the head of 
the main stairway tells. A casual visit 
paid it by a reporter of The Mexican 
Herald reveals a condition of prison 
management in Mexico worthy of pass- 
ing attention in 'the days of prison re- 
form associations and international pris- 
on congresses. 


The Herald said that Belem had been 


commonly spoken of as a second Black 
Hole of Calcutta, but the reporter found 
that the prison was kept in a state of 
comparative cleanliness; not so, how- 
ever, the prisoners. Their condition he 
described agoaeof disgusting fllthiness. 
Although there was a hydrant in every 
cell and general bathing facilities in 
each compartment, the reporter found 
only one inmate either at bath or with 
any indication of having bathed within 
a year. It was explained to him by the 
prison authorities that formerly the 
regulations required prisoners to bathe 
daily, but that this was regarded as 
such a hardship that the sufferers man- 
aged to have it declared a form of cruel 
and unusual punishment and so to have 
the rule abrogated. There are in the 
prison now 8,451 prisoners, of whom 
2, 938 are men and 80 are minors. 


A curious feature found by the re- 


porter was the Spanish regard for the 
arts, ? even within prison walls. He 
found iu the south wing the writers of 
libel, "and the cells reserved for mu- 
sicians, artists and others of the fine 
arts." It would seem to be a charitable 
as well as an inclusive provision, that 
"and others" (besides artists) of the 
fine arts. The musicians are permitted, 
apparently, to take their instruments to 
jail with them, much aa mechanics take 
into the prison workshop their own 1 
tools of trade. "The walls of the mu- ! x 
,?,f 


sicians' cells are decorated with differ- 
ent musical instruments, and the re- 
porter was told1! that almost every even- 
> 


ing there was a concert in one of the ' 
patios."

The practifce of serving out a ration 


of grog daily to United States man-of- 
war's men was discontinued many years 
ago. 
It was found to be a bad scheme. 


While most of the men were able to use 
the rum iu moderation, it was found 


some others under ' that there were many of the bluejackets 


in whom the service of ration of liquor 
only served to stimulate an appetite 
for more, and -who, after imbibing the 
ship's grog, would "hit the beach, " em- 
bark upon sizeable sprees and get into 
scrapes both ashore and aboard ship 
when they returned to duty more or 
less shaky. When these facts were sat- 
isfactorily proved, the serving out of 
grog to United States man-of-war's men 
was discontinued. Sailors in all of the 
others of the world's great navies still 
receive their daily grog. 


The fact probably does not prove any- 


thing, but the writer, who has seen 
man-of-war's men of all nations on tu- 
multuous shore liberty in quite a few 
ports of the world, has yet to see a 
French, Italian or Spanish bluejacket 
thrash a British man-of-vrar's man in a 
fair stand up fight, such as heavy 
weather men of the navy are bound to 
mix up in when engaged in hitting the 
beach. The reason why the fact prob-

He became interest in 
Count Steinich, and 
persuaded 
the 


aged nobleman to lend him the family 
records. Some time laver, when the 
count asked him to return the cherish- 
ed documents, they were not to be 
found. 


The count and his medical 
friend 


used every endeavor to trace the miss- 
ing1 property, but were unab'a to se -ur 
any clew to its 
wherpaboutg 
until 


three weeeks ago. The count refused 
to divulge the name of the medical 
man, feeling sure that his friend was 
in no wise responsible ror the disap- 
pearance of the documents. 


A letter received three week* a£-^ 


signed W. A. Benjamin was the first 
intimation the cou;it received of the 
whereabout of the 
stolen 
property. 


This letter contained the demand for 
$10,000 reward, the writer stating that 
he knew the whereabouts of the man 
v/ho possessed the documents and by 
the payment of that sum of money 
only they would be returned. 


Correspondence between the count 


and Benjamin resulted in the count s 
son Stephen paying a visit to the Stur- 
tcvant house, where he held a confer- 
ence with Benjamin. The latter re- 
fused absolutely to give young Stein- 
ich any information concerning the 
documents, but finally a™reed to take 
?1,000 for their return. The young man 
promised to pay the price at a lator 
date. 


Count Steinich then jvlared the mat- 


ter in the hands c.p Chief McClusky, 
who learned tKat Bendamin formerly 
lived in this city, and that while here 
he spent money freely. A warrant was 
issued for his arrest, and was served 
yesterday afternoon bv Deputy Kuss. 


Benjamin was taken, after prom'sing 


again to give up the recorcU if he- "or 
the money. He lefused to R.pcoir4->.inv 
the officer at fir£t_ but was compel1 ed 
to do so, and later weakened.

Lumber has been 
BO scarce in camp that almost none can 
be had at any price. Up and down the 
beach men with new and shining gold 
pans are to be seen in different places 
washing for gold, while surrounding 
them are groups of newly arrived gold- 
seekers of both sexes watching the re- 
sults and full of interest as to whafr 
the pans may show. 


The tundra is proving to be one of 


the wealthiest fields in the district, and 
its output will surprise the world. At 
the new beach diggings at Bluff City 
three men held a piece of ground 40 
feet wide which they practically work- 
ed out in 30 days, and during that time 
they got $30,900 in gold.

was to shovel out 315,000 in four hours' 
time, although it took six days to wash 
the fortune from the dump.

They came back 


in a hayrack, dragging the auto after 


Ganaer J«n8e Poplar Raising; Them 


at Havre fle Gruce, Md. 


It is an unconitaon thing to see a 


brood of live ducklings of the mallard 
family batched out by wild parents in 
Havre de Grace, Md. There is in that 
city a brood of 21 which saw the light 
only a few days ago, and if nature, 
aided by several "setting" hens and a 
Wild black duck or two, performs its 
proper functions there will be added to 
this brood of 21 some 75 more within 
the nert few days, and a number will 
have been»batched by wild mothers. 


They are being reared by the famous 


gunner and duck shot Jesse D. Poplar, 
who when wild ducks are here is to be 
found In pursuit of them at all times 
and under all conditions and who was 
neyer known to come in without his 
full share and more often with two or 
three shares of the (fay's kill, says the 
Baltimore Sun. Jesse, it seems, is not 
content with the number of birds that 
have been stopping on tteir flight 
southward and has concluded to foster 
the Interest by assisting in the hatch- 
Ing and production of at least the 
marsh varieties. 


He captured last winter a half dozen 


wild ducks. There were five females 
and a drake. The females were, all 
black mallards, and the drake was of 
the green head sort They were nursed 
along until their wounds were healed, 


' and when spring came they began to 


lay with a will, and 100 eggs were soon 
produced. Some of the old ducks be- 
gan to "clock," and each covered some 
20 eggs, and several hens were given 
the remainder. 


The brood which has come out has 


for its mother a white hen which is 
fearfully concerned when the duck- 
lings pitch Into the water trough pro- 
Tided for them. They are beautiful lit- 
tle specimens, a little smaller in size 
than the tame varieties, seem much 
quicker in their movements and are of 
a uniform size and color. Mr. Poplar 
expects to raise about 100 young ducks, 
as they seem to be extremely hardy, 
and the loss of any of those hatched 
would probably be only from accl-, 
dent. The six old ducks, though very 
wild when first captured, have become 
quite tame, and they do not attempt to 
leave the yard where they are kept 


When asked what disposition he in- 


intended to make of them, Mr. Poplar 
laughed and said he had not yet made 
up his mind, but he acted as if he had 
"something up his sleeve," for he does 
not always give satisfactory answers. 
When the shooting season comes on 
again, it would not be strange if he 
were found on the "flats" with a full 
Btool of live ducks for decoys, and if 
such should happen woe unto the 
feathery tribe.

There axe Europeans at Canton, tat 


they live in a settlement outside tha 
native city. Their influence, like their 
place of abode, is merely upon the out- 
ermost edge of Jbfl community. Our 
Ideals of orvilizaUoa have not touched 
the people. They &ro today as they 
have been for centuries past They 
sneer at our institutions and consider 
themaelTOs in every way superior to the 
white "barbarian." Casual visitors to 
the crowded city visit the various points 
of interest by means of sedan chairs. 
They are accompanied by a native 
guide, who conscientiously goes through 
a long catalogue of things, -wonderful 
or horrible, in English, •which is flnent- 


i ly spoken but imperfectly understood 


by those to whom it is addressed. The 
guide is very attentive to those in his 
care, very polite in his manners, and 
often possessed of a fair amount of hu- 
mor. 


The streets of the city are of a pattern 


of immemorial antiquity. None is more 
than ten feet wide. The houses lean in- 
ward from the base and almost meet 
overhead, shutting out all but tha nar- 
rowest strip of daylight Signboards 
are hung perpendicularly outside every 
house. They are elaborately carved and 
gayly decorated with abundance of gold 
leaf and scarlet or black lacquer. The 
mystic looking symbols inform the curi- 
ous that one particular shop is "Prosper- 
ed by Heaven," another has "Never 
Ending Good Luck," while yet another 
is "The Market of Golden Profits"—the 
said profits, be it known, going into the 
pocket of the dealer. 


Among the most interesting sights of 


this unchangeable city are the pawn- 
shops. They are often great, square, 
solid granite structures, which look 
more like old border keeps than tha 
residences of aocommodating "uncles." 
The pawnshop fulfills a double pur- 
pose. It advances money at an interest 
varying from 20 to 36 per cent, and it 
stores in safety within its massive walls 
those articles of finery and adornment 
which are only required at special times 
and seasons. On the fiat roofs of these 
citadels are piles of stones and jars of 
vitriol, ready to repel any attack that 
may be made by thieves, whose methods 
of plunder are less refined than those of 
the pawnbrokers. 


In the jade stone market we meet 


with the Chinese parallel to the western 
diamond. The best stones are very val- 
uable and are brought from Turkestan, 
the ofiy place in the world where mines 
of this stone are worked. Every well to 
do Chinaman wears a ring, brooch or 
bracelet of jade, and the poor, who are 
unable to purchase the real article, wear 
ornaments of glass, which are colored 
in imitation of the more expensive jade. 
Shaggy dogs with coal black tongues are 
disposed of in another market. Iried rat 
and boiled frog, not to mention fricas- 
seed puppy, tempt the hungry into the 
native restaurant The local "medicine 
man," adhering to the prescriptions of 
his ancestors, makes pills and potions, 
of which the chief ingredients are wax, 
deers' horns, petrified bones, petrified 
crabs, snakes, scales of the armadillo, 
tigers' bones and lime. When the medi- 
cines do not cure, they kill, and whether 
the patient lives or dies he does so 
knowing that at any rate no hated for- 
eigner has had. anything to do with the 
strength or quality of his medical diet 
—European Magazine, London.

SHEATHING A SHIP. 


Composition Metal Now Largely Used. 


Work Quickly and Handsomely Done. 
Yachts bailt of wood are sheathed 


with copper, and so are many tugboats. 
Merchant ships are sometimes sheathed 
with copper, but nowadays tho material 
most commonly used is a composition 
metal which in appearance resembles 
brasa It does not wear so long as cop- 
per, bnt it costs less. The composition 
metal comes in sheets about S feet by 1 
foot 4 inches. They are fastened on the 
ship with nails of the same material 
Sometimes the sheathing is mailed di- 
rectly on to the hull of the ship. Some- 
times it is nailed over another sheathing 
of felt, which helps to preserve the 
calking in the scams. 


When the ship has been placed in a 


drydook or raised ont of water on a 
floating dock, the old metal is stripped 
off, and if she is to havo a felt sheath- 
ing the bottom of the ship is first paint- 
ed with a coat of pitch, and the sheets 
of felt are laid upon that, and then the 
sheets of mijtal are nailed on over them. 
The work is done very rapidly and at 
the same time with great nicety. Every 
nail head is sunk so that it is flush 
with the plate. If tho hand were passed 
over tho sheathing anywhere, it would 
be f otuid smooth. If the nail heads were 
permitted to project, they would of 
course interfere with the speed of the 
vesseL 


Seventy-five men can sheathe an 1,800 


ton ship in two days. The coat of 
sheathing such a ship with composition 
metal over felt, including material, 
dock charges, labor and everything, 
wonld be about $4,000, or a little less, 
and snch a sheathing would last about 
two long voyages. —New York Snn.

ETYMOLOGY OF "HURRAH." 


Mr. Spratley Says That We Get It From 


Ancient

HooRa!' " 
and if the average questioning man asks 
why, he staggers him with this: "Be- 
cause HooRa (in the tongue of the 
Thothmes and Barneses) means 'The 
king, the king, the king!' Yea, more. As 
'Ha' means not only king, but also God 
and man, the concentrated meaning of 
the cry would be, 'For God, king and 
country !' What more loyal, what more 
patriotic, what more devont?" What, 
indeed I 


But lest we should haply still doubt, 


Mr. Spratloy clinches the matter by cit- 
ing, in corroboration, the fact that his 
name, in Egypitian roots, is Sa-pa-R;v 
ta-y, 
or 
Sa-pa-Hoo-Ba-ta-y, which 


means "Son of heaven, king of the 
two hemispheres, " and if the authority 
of a gentleman of this descent is not 
good enough for tlio mere doubter, even 
Mr. Sa-pa, etc., may well despair of 
convincing him. More than this, if Mr. 
Spratloy's Egyptian name mean's any- 
thing — and this is im open question — it 
also signifies "King of lower Egypt and 
king of upper Egypt," or "Emperor 
of the World." But what wo chiefly 
like it for is that it seems to settle an- 
other point that may well havo baffled 
tho philologist — namely, the genesis of 
the once familiar refrain "Ta-ra-ra- 
boom-de-ay. " Is it possible that Miss 
Lottie Collins and the street urchin 
have been singing ancient Egyptian, as 
Mr. .Tonrdain spoko prose, without 
knowing it?

1801-2, it waa a common practice with 
the soldiers, when they got a pass, to 
visit the city to buy a package of en- 
velopes and call at the capitol, Bend in 
for their senator or representative and 
get him to frank them. 


One of our beys oame back to oamp 


in high feather. He had two packages 
of envelopes—one franked by Senator 
James R. Doolittle, now a Chicago law- 
yer, the other by the late Senator T. O. 
Howe, who succeeded Captain James aa 
postmaster general in President Arthur's 
cabinet. For 30 years senators and 
mem- 


bers have been giving a good deal of 
their time to helping the soldiers with 
their pension claims. If they'have dona 
it as willingly and pleasantly as they 
used to frank envelopes for the boys, 
they must be pretty nearly angels. 


"Yon fellows, there, are making • 


big blast over getting a couple of sena- 
tors to frank your envelopes," said 
Frank King. "Jnst yon wait till you see 
me come back from Washington with 
the president's name on some letter COY- 
era." 


Within a few days Frank King and 


Harry Dunn, who for years after the 
war was a Chicago business man, went 
to the city. They called at the White 
House. It was easier to see the president 
then than it is now. At certain hours 
of the day a soldier could reach the 
chief executive with fully as rouoh ease 
as a senator can in these later years. 


King- was the ringleader. Approach- 


ing the guard, he said: "We want to 
soe Mr. Lincoln. Please stand aside and 
let us pass." 


"Who are you, and what ia your busi- 


ness?" 


"You tell old Abe we have charge of 


a regiment over on Arlington Heights 
and want to see him on an important 
matter. He'll let us in.'' 


"Where are your shoulder straps?" 
"We came over in onr everyday 


clothes. Come, we are in a hurry. Let 
us go in and see Mr. Lincoln." 


The parley had attracted the attention 


of the president. The door swung open 
and the good-natured chief of the nation 
smiled ujKra the cheeky young fellowa 
and bade then step right in. 


"What can I do for you, my mqn?" 
"Mr. Lincoln, I want you to frank 


these envelopes," said King. 


"Better get your congressman to do 


that." 


"I'd much rather have you do it, Mr. 


Lincoln. The folks at home would lika 
to see your name on my letters." 


"I'll fix one of them. Take the rest 


to your congressman. Who is h&J" 


"I don't know." 
"Where is your home?" 
"Lamartine, Fond du Lao county, 


Wis." 


"That is my friend Scott Sloan's dis- 


trict. You go to Mr. Sloan. He will fix 
the rest of them." 


The president shook hands with the 


two privates, asked them to be brave 
soldiers and wished them a safe return, 
to their western homes. 


Frank couldn't make his tentmatea 


believe that the president had written: 
"Let this go. A. Lincoln." But the next 
day he wrote a letter to his father. The 
name of Lincoln was personally exam- 
ined by all of the neighbors. 
° 


In January, 1864, our regiment waa 


In Washington on the way home, having 
jre-enlisted-—"veteranized," 
as 
they 


called it. In company with two others 
I went to the White House. The presi- 
dent shook hands with us, thanked us 
for swearing in for three years more and 
expressed the hope that we would have 
a nice visit on our veteran furlough. 


"Mr. President," said Jones—Ed 


Jones—'"you franked a letter for one of 
the boys in our company, Frank King. 
I wish you would frank one for me. '•" 


"Odd as it may seem, yon are to* 


second soldier to make such a request 
So both are of the same company? Very 
well." * 


On Jones' envelope he wrote "A. 


Lincoln, President," and as he handed 
it back he asked what bad become of 
that other man who had asked him to 
pass a letter. 


"He was killed at Gettysburg."

answer was given, and it had not disap- 
peared when we left the room. 


"Jones, what did you tell him about

THE'SHIP'S RUDDER." 


It* Two Farte and the DUbrauoe la the 


Strain Tbu.4 Ooiaoi Upon Them. 


The rudder of a wooden ship is com- 


posed of the stalk and the backing, 
which are BO joined together as to form 
iu effect a single piece. The complete 
rudder is coppered, to protect It from 
worms, and th»n, besides being practi- 
cally all in one piece, it hai that ap- 
pearance also. 


Tha stalk is the part to which are at- 


tached the pintles, or pivots, by which 
the rudder is suspended and held in 
place, these going through eyes set in 
the ship's sterupost. The stalk runs up 
through the stern of the ship, and to 
its head is bolted a cap to- which are at- 
tached the ropes by means of which the 
rndder is controlled. The backing Is the 
blade part of the rudder. 


By far the greater strain cornea on 


the stulk, aud the greatest strain of all 
comes on the head of the stalk, the 
rudder head, where it is held. 
The 


stulk is made of the wood most likely 
to stand the strain, carefully selected, 
Bonnd, well seasoned oak, while the 
backing is made of spruce or hard pine. 
The stalk is of a single, solid, massive 
piece, stout as an oak tree and indeed 
of the 
dimensions of a small oak, 


something that a man can pin his faith 
to, if be can have faith in any wood, 
while the backing or blade is, like 
many modern wooden masts, built np. 
It would be difficult if not impossible 
to find trees that would yield planks 
big enough for the purpose in a single 
piece, and the built up backing, made 
of pieces of selected wood, can easily be 
made of ample strength to withstand 
any strain that will be brought npon it 


As to the stalk, stout and solid as the 


oak may be, the head may be twisted 
by the force of a tremendous blow from 
a wave upon the rudder, or, under the 
repeated strains of long use, the head 
may split, and so make the stalk use- 
less. Then the rudder is taken out and 
fitted with a new stalk. A suitable stick 
is selected and worked down to the 
proper size and form, and very probably 
the old backing is attached to it. The 
life of a rudder stalk would probably 
be 13 to 14 years. The backing migh 
last as long as the ship.—New York 
Son.

Exhibits from United States 


Take Leading Place 


E'litor of the Transcript: 


Paris is the Wonderland of the world, 


and in this ancient city people froir 
every part of the Globe are assembled, 
Like Rome of old, it beckons and al- 
lures, and old and young submit to the 
spell of its illusive charm. At least 
once in a life-time one ought to visit 
Paris, or else feel that one has lived 
in vain. Travelers and historians for 
centuries have dwelt upon its attrac- 
tions, yet tongue and pen are power- 
less to describe its beauties. 


Above every other thing the French 


people are artistic, and in this beauti- 
ful city everything is a picture. Beau- 
tiful monuments greet the eye upon all 
sides, and the most inconsequent ob- 
server cannot but pause, lost in won- 
der and admiration at the scene before 
him, Is there anything more beautiful 
than the view from the Arc de Carrou- 
sel and up the Champs Elysees? Tes, or

The stranger visiting the city 
and the exposition, will receive his 
first impressions from the gate leading 
into the avenue Nicholas II. The sight 
which here meets the- eye is of unpar- 
alleled grandeur and beyond the power 
of the pen to describe. The grand and 
Petit Palais- look like piles of carven 
snow; one leisurely saunters through 
flower-embcv.-ered walks, ornamented 
with statuary, and on across the river 
spanned by the noble arch of the Alex- 
ander III bridge. Beyond rises the 
symmetrical dome of the Invalides 
Napoleon's final resting place. Here 
the prospect is one of magnificent dis- 
tances, and cannot fail to surprise ar.d 
entrance the stranger With its beauty 
and grandeur. 


All the nations of the globe have 


brought their most precious possessions 
and laid them at the feet of the grand- 
est city of the earth. Treasures more 
exquisite and more costly than 
the 


fabled riches of the thousand and one 
nights are displayed in these gorgeous 
palaces. 
Strange people haunt 
the 


streets of nations; the Turk in his 
bag-gy trousers, the Arab in his white 
costume, the black and shiny warrior 
from Dahomey, and through latticed 
screens one may even catch a glimpse 
•/: a veiled harem beauty. A visit to 
'".'o exposition is an education of itself, 
11 .• < r- might journey the world over 
in 
i.- i": h of the curiosities amassed 


within the restricted area and not .dis- 
cover them. 


Two months ago everything in con- 


nection with the exposition, wag one 
rr.ass of chaos and confusion. Today, 
one who saw it as it WTS two months 
ago might think that t;-.- magic wand 
of a conjurer hnJ traii.sf-j-.-niecl every- 
thing into a 
i: ^r.-'jUince of fairy-like 


beauty, and life sacms as if of one long 
summer day of delight. This is the 
gilded year, the jubilee time of this re- 
splendent capital, and to see Paris in 
all its glory one should visit it now. 
An article upon the exposition would 
be amiss without some mention of the 
thousand exhibits of the United States, 
showing our wonderful advancement 
and ability in art, science, ami en- 
gineering. Every fair-minded person 
must admit that the French lead us in 
art; while in science and engineering 
we are leaders by a long way. The fine 
arts exhibits of the United States con- 
stitute by far the finest collection of 
works by American artists that has 
ever been brought together at one time. 
The location of our space is very prom- 
inent and convenient of access. The 
paintings are hung:. in six galleries 
which are entered at the head of the 
grand staircase in the South-west cor- 
ner of the rotunda, and in a large gal- 
lery upon the ground floor. The best 
pieces of sculpture are admirably ar- 
ranged in a large half-circle, under the 
dome of the art palace. In the centre 
of this half-circle is the model of the 
large equestrian statue of General 
Sherman by Saint-Gaudens. Our own 
New England 
sculptor, Daniel 
C. 


French has an equestrian statue of 
George Washington which adorns the 
U. S. pavilion, and is placed in a very 
commanding position facing the river. 
Most assuredly the U. S. section of 
fine arts as it stands- today reflects 
great credit upon the art directors and 
their assistants. 


Of the buildings belonging directly to 


the United States there are five prin- 
cipal buildings, all built by the com- 
missioners, and several small buildings 
built by private money, and containing 
private exhibits. 


The agricultural building is a very 


tasty and well designed building. It is 
of rectangular shape having imposing 
or trances on two sides. This building 
is three stories in height. Upon the two 
lower stories and a portion of the top 
story are located the exhibits of all the 
well-known makes of American har- 
vesting and agriculture machinery. At, 
one end of the top story is located the 
corn kitchen from which all of our well- 
known corn foods are served to the 
public. As a rule the Europena. peo- 
ple eat but very little corn, and the 
purpose of this corn kitchen is to edu- 
cate them to its use as a food. 


The pavilion of forestry la built very 


much after the style of our rustic 
houses at home, the material entering 
Into its- construction coming- entirely 
from the states. It la composed of a 
central portion flanked by two wings. 
All the wood-work is of undressed 
material, and shingles are used Instead 
of the usual French tiles to cover the 
roof. On the whole the building has a 
very picturesque appearance.

projecting 


from the ends of tjhe front wall. The 
wall is adorned by various inscriptions, 
all of which denote the purpose for 
which the building was designed. 


The National Pavlltan—-In. many re- 


speote this is the most tosortant build- 
ing which we have! that is, it is the 
most Important to Americans, ae it ia 
to this building that all of them will go 
upon first reaching Paris. It is the 
third building upon the bank of The 
Seine below the Pont des Invalldes, 
Italy and Turkey having their build- 
ings in the first and second places re- 
spectively. The style of architecture 
is rather classic. The side of the build- 
ing facing the Seine has a porch, and a 
type of triumphant arch, ornamented 
with large Corinthian columns, crown- 
ed by a quadriga representing 
the 


goddess of liberty upon the chariot of 
progress. In the rear of this porch is 
a door about which there are decora- 
tions painted by American" artists. 
Upon the same lei-el with this door is 
the 
equestrian statue 
of 
George 


Washington, in the. rear being the pa- 
vilion itself. 
The pavilion proper is 


four stories high and is surrounded by 
a dome. This dome has a larsre Amer- 
ican eagle resting1 up'on a ball. On 
the whole the pavilion has a very art- 
istic appearance, and the only regret 
is that of its narrowness. This was 
impossible tb remedy a*, the architects 
had to design the building to fit the 
space. It will be well to say here that 
many of the second and third class 
nations have much larger pavilions, as 
they were not so limited in ground 
space. 


The publishers' building1, situated in 


the grove of trees of the Esplanade dps 
Invalidee, is of the Roman style of ar- 
chitecture. A\\ of the trees ui>on the 
site of this building had to be pre- 
served, and hence one sees the strange 
sight of the tree tops projecting from 
the roof, while upon the interior they 
are enclosed by columns. 


Last but by no means least of the 


American buildings ia the American 
pavilion of machines, or, as it is gen- 
erally called, the model American ma- 
chine shop. This building is located in 
the Exposition Annexe at Vincennes. 
It is 350 feet long by 127 feet wide, one 
story in height, built of steel, and in 
every way a model machine 
s"Rot>. 


Early ini the 
work of the United 


States c'Omrnitesionera, they saw that I 
from the number of applications for 
space which they had" from our ma- 
chine tool makers, it would be utterly 
impossible to accommodffte them in the 
limited space which had been assigned 
to them by the French commissioners. 
The necessity being very urgent fo" 
this increased amteiurut of sjia.ee, it was 
decided to erect this building to be 
devoted entirely to; American machin- 
ery. The entire frame of this buildSne 
was erected in nine days by the Berlin 
Iron Bridge company, employing1 ten 
AT mean workmen. This was a sreat 


prise to the French people and at 


the time elicited much, favorable- com- 
n.ent, the French requiring nearly the 
same number of weeks and thrice the 
number o? men. Power for operating 
the machinery in this building is f'ir- 
nished by American b"oiler&, engines 
and dynamos, shafting- and belting1 be- 
ing almost entirely done away with, 
and 
each individual exhibit beine 


operated by its own electric motor or 
motors, *hus giving; a. much lighter and 
cleaner bui'ding than, the machinery 
halls of past exhibitions. In this build 
ing aJl the best known machinw- 
builders in America have exhibits, and 
the collective group of exhibits consti- 
tute a workshop capable of building 
the smallest conceivable machine or 
the monstrous mur'ne engines useM to 


rive the great ships of the present 
og, these exhibits b*eing- in charge of 


men who ha«- been",selected by their 
:ompanies for their' capability and en- 
rineering knowleilr-s. It has been said 
that in this building are gathered en- 
gineers of sufficient ability to corie with 
the moat difficult i.roblems in the en- 
gineering 
profession*, 
and 
certainly 


there is not any company who Is going 
to send thousands? cf dollars' worth of 
machinery to a foreign exposition with- 
out sending OiMr best men 6a look 
after it. In sonic branches of the ma- 
chine business there are fsw startling 
.mprovement'3 since our own exposit'-m 
of 1S93, while in others there are P in- 
hibits of machines that were hardli: 
thought of in '93, or if thought of ware 
n their infancy. These are those of 
pr.eumatic tools a hand tool with which 
the operator mav drive huine and rivet 
over a one-tort: r'-vet in a few seconds 
and which finds such ready appreciation 
n all countries that ,u a fnv &h-,"-t 
years this in^ua'ry has srovu to su^h 
magnitude as to astonish any but tho 
most careful students of 
industrial 


progress. This same uu\>l may also be 
used as a hammer ov chisel, in fact 
can be used lor almost any work to 
which the ordinary hammer is adapted.
